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upper Jmifores or Cutters, the other drawn out, and fo remained 
Toothlefs, as to them, for about 25 years, when (he perceived, 
that anew TootI? came forth (without any pain) next the Canini 
of the left Check : And about two years after,another Tooth grew 
out likewife without pain, clofe by the former. The firft whereof, 
never came to above half the length of her former Cutters, the 
latter fcarce breaking the skin : £och which yet proved fervice- 
able, till about fix weeks fince, when fhe eating (no hard, crufty, 
or foiid) Meat, that Tooth which came out firft, fell down into 
her Mouth , without any loofnefs before hand perceived, or any 
pain 5 which had not a phang like other Cutters, but much lefs,and 
fhorter. The other abides firm, aud ferviceable. 

To the truth of thefe Relations, not onely the faid $ofcfh Shutt. 
and Maria Stert, have put the one his name, the other her Mark,, 
the third and feventh oifanuary, 1666.hu* alfoSir William Strode, 
and Mr. Colefreffe have fubferibed the fame, as believing the Rela- 
tion to be true. 

An Account of two Books. 

I. ISMAELIS BULLIALDI ad AJlronomos Monita 
duo : Primttm, De Stella Nova, qua in Collo Cetiante annos aliquot 
vifa eft. Altcrum, Be Nebulofa in Andromeda. Cinguli farte Borea> 
ante biennium iter urn orta. 

The chief end of the Author in publiihing this Tracl, feems to 
be, To excite Aftronomers to a diligent obfervation, both of that 
New Star in the Neck of the Whale, to be feen in February and 
March next 5 and of thatother,in the Northern part of Andro- 
meda's Girdle, to be feen at this- very prefent. 

As to the former of thefe Stars , he affirms , that, as it hath 
appeared for many years in the faid place , fo it will in the begin- 
ning of March next appear equal to the Stars of the third Magni- 
tude y or perhaps bigger; and that about the end of the fame 
Month, iftheCrepufcle do not hinder, the greatefti^Wwofit 
wilt appear , if fo be ,. that it keep the fame Analogy of Motions 
and Periods , which it obferved from An. 1638. to An. 1664. 
Where he takes notice of the Gaufes,why its two greateft Appear- 
ances could not be feen, An, 1664, 1665, 1666 5 andhowhe 
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comes to know, that ifl the beginning of Match next , it will equal, 
or even exceed the Stars of the Third Magnitudes noting., that irom 
theObfervatioos hitherto made of this Star, itismanifeft, that 
the greatest Phafes thereof do every year anticipate by 52. org^, 
dayes*, forafmuch as An. 1660, lisgreatefi Appearance was about 
the end of October and the beginning of November >, An. 1661. 
abou t the end of September , or the beginning of October-, An. 1 662* 
about the end of A»gu^ ejrc. fo that this year it muft be in March y 
if the former Analogy do hold , 

He collects alfo^from the Obfervations , That one Periodhom 
thegreatefi Pbafis to the next , confifis of about 333. dayes: but 
that the interval of the time betwixt the times of its beginning to 
appear equal tothe Stars of the Sixt Magnitude } and of its ending 
todofo s confi(Ts~of-aboutizo, dayes; And that its greatest Ap~ 
fenrance lafis about ly, dayes: All which yet he would have un- 
cforfbod with Tome latitude. 

This done, he proceeds to the investigation of the Caufes of the 
Viciflfxtudes in the Emersion and Dif-appearance of this Star , and 
having difcourfed j That the apparent Increafe and Decrement of 
every Lucid Body proceeds either from its changed diftance from 
the bye of the Obferver $ or from its various fite and portion in 
/efpeft of him , whereby the angle of Vifien is changed $ or from 
the increafe or diminution of the bulk of the lucid body it felf : and 
having alfo demonstrated it impoilihle , that this Star mould move 
in a Circle 3 or in an Elliffts \ and proved it improbable that it 
mould move in a Strait Line 5 he concludes, that there can be no 
other genuin, or at leaft, no other more probable caufe of its 
Emerfion and Occultation } than this, That the bigger part of that 
round Body isobfeureandinconfpicuous to us , and its leffer part 
lucid , the whole Body turning about its own Center, and one Axe« 
whereby for one determinate fpace of time it exhibits its lucid 
pare to' the Earth, for another, fubduds it : it not being likely, 
thatfirts fliould be kindled in the Body of that Star , andlhat the 
matter thereof ihould at certain times take fire and mine , at other 
times be extinguifht upon the confomptionof that matter. 

So far of that Star, As to the other in ths Girdle ox Andromeda^ 
feen about the beginning of An, 1665 ; he relates, that, when in 
.the end of 166^ the World beheld the then appearing comet , 
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Aftronomers obferved alfo this new phenomenon , which was cal- 
led by them Nebulofain Cingulo Andromeda. Concerning which> 
he notes, that- the fame had been already feen many years before 
by Simon Maritts, vid. An. x 61 z . when with a Telefcope he fearch'd 
for the Sate Hits ot -fupiter , and obferved their motions ; alledging 
for proof hereof, the faid Authors own words, out of his own Book, 
Lie Mttndo tfoviali, publifht An. 161^. And farther fhews , that 
it hath formerly appear'd (about 150. years ago) and been taken 
notice offby an expert, though Anonymous, Aftronomer 5 whofe 
words he cites our of a Manufcrip , brought out of Hollandhy 
the Excellent jacobus Auguflus Thttanus , returning from his Em- 
bafly to Paris ; wherein alfo was marked the.F/gw<rofthat Pheno- 
menon, reprefenced in print by our Author: who from all this col- 
lects j that, whereas this Star hath been feen formerly, and that 
1 50. years fince , but yet neither obferved by Hiffarchus , nor any 
other of the Antients, that we "can find 5 nor alfo in the former 
Age by Tycho Brahc , nor in our Age , by Bayerus 5 and ippear'd 
alfo in the Month of Novemberhft. ( wherein he wrote this Tract) 
muchleiTened andobfcure, after it had, two years ago, fhone ve- 
ry bright 5 that therefore it mull: needs appear and disappear by 
turns , like thofe in the Necks of the Whale and Swan.. 

II. E NTRIEN S fur les Vies el fur les Outrages Des 
plus excellens Peintres , Ancicns et Modernes , par Monfieur 
F ELI B I EN. 

This Author, having firftdifcourfedof that Royal Pallace the 
Louvre , and the Defigns of finishing it 5 paffes on to the Art of 
Picturing, and treats of the three principal things , wherein a good 
Matter of the Art muft excel , vid. the Corripofition , Defigning, 
and Laying on of Colours , which done, he ravels into the Ori- 
gine , and deduces the Progrefs of Painting , and relates what is 
mod remarkable in the Lives of the Antieat Painters : And among 
many particulars , he obferves in the Life of Andreas de Sarte, 
how difficult it is , to judge well of a Picture 5 relating,that a Duke 
of Mantua , having obtained of Clement VI I. a Pourtrait of 
Leo X; which had been done by RafhaclUrbin, . and was at Flo- 
rence, thofe ; of that Town being unwilling to iofe To excellent a 
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piece , caufed a Copy thereof- to be made by the faid Andreas de 
Sarte, which they feritinftead of the Original. This Copy was 
fo perfect, that 'ffttlio Romano , who had been bred and taught by 
Raphael , and was one of the beft Painters of Italy , took it for an 
Original $ and would never have been undeceived , itonzVafari 
had not allured him , that it was but a Copy , which himfelf had 
feen made , and had not ihew'd him certain marks 3 that were there 
put todifcriminate it from the Original. 

In the SeeendPaxt, the Author has fet down all that is requisite 
to judge and difcourfe well of Painting. But, to add Examples 
to Precepts , he difcourfes of the Modem Painters , and making a 
Defcription of their beft Works, he takes occaflon to obferve, 
what is- there found raoft excellent , and to fhew , how they have 
put. inpra&ice the Rules of Art. He treats alfo of the declining of 
Painting ;> and affirms, that nothing confiderable hath been done 
init from the time of Cenfiantme, till An. 1 240. when one, Cima- 
he y began to raife this Art again. After this , he gives a Lift of 
the Painters,- that flnce have been famous for their Works, pre- 
ferring ; before all others , Raphael Ur bin. The laft of all is the a- 
bove-mention'd Andre deSartes , who died, An. 1530, and whom 
the liberality of Francis I, had drawn into France.
